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NATIONAL DEFENSE 


DEPARTMENT 


One of the questions the next gov- 


ernment at Washington ought to con- 
sider is the proposal to abolish the 
war and navy departments and to sub- 
stitute in their place, to include avia- 
tion, a department to be known as 
that of national defense. In France, 
the distinction between the two, in its 
psychological effects upon the people, 
has been recognized by M. Briand and 
others. 


We agree with the proponents of 


the change that the designation "war 
department" is entirely out of place 
and keeping in this era of many and 
varied peace movements. It presents 
both an anomaly and an anachronism. 
Whatever name we call a thing by we 
are inclined to think in terms of. 
If 


we read or talk about the war depart- 
ment we instinctively think of war 
and preparation for war. On the other 
Jiand, if we refer to our entire military 
establishment 
as a department or 


agency of national defense, the impli- 
cation^ of war is almost entirely 
re- 


moved. 


The use of the army and navy for 


national defense is sucli a remote con- 
tingency that it smacks very little of 
war. Furthermore, since the 
great 


powers have entered 
into a 
formal 


pledge renouncing war there is no rea- 
son why they should not banish the 
word from the vocabulary of govern- 
ment and confine their discussions of- 
military agencies to national defense. 


The peace- ccJttscience of the world 


needs to be stimulated and nourished 
if the peace movement is to be given 
its greatest acceleration.' We believe it 
is a fact that the people will be less 
war-minded when thinking 
of the 


army and navy as a medium of nation- 
al defense than as instruments of war. 
We can see no good reason why they, 
in common with aviation,j should not 
be consolidated into a department of 
national defense and we can see many 
reasons why they should ,be. Certainly 
the subject is one worth the attention 
of congress. 


A KING IS WANTED 


"When night issues from 
the 


throne," said Victor Hugo in his cele- 
brated address on Voltaire, "the light 
comes from the tomb." Man's experi- 
ence with monarchial forms is mostly 
night and when a nation finds the ne- 
cessity of looking to the tomb for light 
it seldom finds enough to intelligently 
guide its own footsteps. 


In spite of the recent experience of 


Russia, Germany, Austria and others 
the people of Hungary are desirous of 
choosing a king and taking all the 
risks that such a choice implies. Thus 
are men bound by iron bands to the 
past. Thus does custom 
and usage 


guide and control our acts, our lives, 
and our destinies. 


Hungarians are an intelligent, edu- 


cated, worthy people. It would be dif- 
ficult to find better human stock any- 
where. And if they want a king a king 
tfaeyjmust have. 


The establishment of a moaarchy 


for the mere sake of its form, its mu- 
xsic, its spangles^ its gilt and ceremo- 
nials, but without vesting in the mon- 
arch the powers usually vested in the 
throne, is one thing and quite a differ- 
ent thing from most monarchies of the 
past. Given the right of choice by elec- 
tion the people of Hungary 
might 


choose as capable a man for king as 
for president but selecting a man to 
rule for a given time and selecting him 
and his descendants to rule for all time 
are very different things. 
The very 


qualities in a rakr that may control 
his selection too often disappear in his 
descendants. Ability cannot always be 
handed down from father to son. And 
thus the people of Hungary may" find 
some generations hence, howe\er wise 
a choice they may originally have 
made in the selection of * ruler, that 


they have bound up their children and 
their children's children into a system, 
ill-advised, but difficult to break. 


Admittedly there are peoples who 


are quite incapable of orderly self- 
government, conccdedly they may be 
better off ^'n a material way under the 
rulership of some one with a greater 
power than is accorded rulers in a de- 
mocracy, but that sort of a situation 
does not appear to be present in Hun- 
gary. If the Hungarians of the present 
day consider themselves competent to 
select their ruler, as they do, why are 
they about to entangle the generations 
yet to "come in a form of government 
which denies to their children the 
same right they assume for them- 
selves? _ 


Extremes generally make extremes. 


Force raises up more force. Injustice 
never begets justice. There has "been 
just enough of communism in 
Hun- 


gary to so thoroughly disgust 
the 


great mass of the people that they ap- 
parently believe the sharp command 
and "the iron hand of regal power is 
necessary to destroy the undesirable 
and discordant element, and this 
in 


spite of the iact that communism 
flourishes -best under a heavy and lead- 
en heel and withers away when ex- 
posed to sane discussion and practical 
trial. Communism may make a lot of 
noise, and generally does, but it exer- 
cises no potency in the face of inform- 
ed men and women who can think for 
themselves. 


People in the year 1928 who willing- 


ly hand themselves over to a mon- 
archy when they might preserve their 
government in. more democratic form, 
have not made the most of their op- 
portunities. 
^ 


CONGRESS GETS UNDERWAY 
Congress convenes today for 
the 


concluding session of the Coolidge ad- 
ministration. It has much, more work 
than it can dispose of- before adjourn- 
ment March J-th. Some of the 
ques- 


tions which will take time are a revi- 
sion of the .tariff in the interest of the 
farmer, legislation for the control of 
crop surplus and the general stabiliz- 
ing of the agricultural industry, the 
proposed cruiser expansion of the 
-navy, Boulder Dam, waterway devel- 
opment, and Muscle Shoals, provided 
the president's pocket veto of the bill 
passed at the last session is effective. 
The senate has taken action on the 
Kellogg treaties renouncing war, and 
there is likely to be discussion of our 
treaties renouncing war, and there is^ 
likely to be discussion of our entrance 
into the world court. 


The country never expects much 


from the short session of congress, 
particularly one that winds up an ad- 
ministration. Probably it will not be 
disappointed in the present instance. 
As a matter of fact", we do not think 
there would be a public loss if prac- 
tically the entire program went over 
to the Hoover government. The Kel- 
logg treaty should, of course, be rati- 
fied, but there is not much in the rest 
of the schedule that could not be dealt 
witti by a special session in the spring, 
and probably to better advantage. 


A NEW MEXICAN REGIME 
The inauguration of Emilio Fortes 


Gil as provisional president of Mexico 
seems to have been an auspicious 
event. Not only did Gil pledge a con- 
tinuance of the policies of the Obre- 
gon and Calles - government, but 
he 


emphasized his desire to improve rela- 
tionships with the United States. 
Praising the work that has been done 
by Ambassador Morrow, the new ex- 
ecutive pledged himself to its further 
development. "In fact, he is prepared to 
go as far as this country may wish, 
provided only'Mexico's sovereignty is 
not impaired. 
His government will 


welcome foreign capital and labor in 
the exploitation of Mexico's resources. 
His inaugural address was a whole- 
hearted bid for American friendship 
and cooperation between the two na- 
tions. 


If \ve are able to keep a man of Am- 


bassador Morrow's type in Mexico 
City there should be no difficulty 
in 


realizing these ideals. If Mexico can 
enjoy a period of internal peace for 
the next few years she ought to move 
forward rapidl}-, both in economic im- 
provement and in the political and so- 
cial betterment of the Mexican people. 
That is what the United States desires 
more than anything else. The prospect 
<^ems to be, therefore, that our major 
differences with Mexico are over, thai 
the minor ones will T>e disposed of in 
due time and that the new era of n 
derstanding has some likelihood 01 
promise.

Tech. 


Georgia Tech hasn't been beaten 


or held to a tie. And that should 
give' the southerners a clear title 
to first place. New Tork and Car- 
negie Tech were beaten once. And 
that should put them in a tie for 
a close second. 


Carnegie Tech against Notre Dame 


was one of the most perfect teams I 
ever have seen. They looked like a 
team that couldn't be beaten. New 
Tork in beating Carnegie was per- 
fection.
